THE HAMMOND SWINDLE. 


Particulars of the $7,000 Gram 


Forgery Case—How it was 


Done. 


A press telegram from Detroit, Mich., 


gires the inside history of the gram swin- 
dle, worked on Detroit and Illinois banks 
recently by a party at present unknown. 
The story goes thnt J W. Holm, of Dan- 
ville, 111., a well-knoasn and extensive 
grain-dealer, has among his customers the 
firm of Kizer Bros, of Hammond 111, 
although he never personally met the 
members of the firm A few weeks ngo, 
while on a railway train in Illinois, Mr 
Helm was approached by a stranger, n ho 
introduced himself as Mr. Kizer of Unm- 
mond, 111. Helm was "delighted to moet 
him." The stranger offered Holm se^ era) 
care of grain, the latter made an offer, 
which was accepted the following ci iy by 
letter, with the request that Helm meet 
"Mr. Kizer" at the depot with 82,100. 
Helm complied, and the following clay 
received bills of lading for seven or eight 
additional ears, and remitted S2,500moie. 
A few days later the two met at a fair in 
Champaign, when Kizer succeeded in 
getting Helm to put him on a finan- 
cial footing with Bussey's 
Bank, of 


Urbana, 111., and but a day intervened 
before Kizer presented bi'ls of lading on 
J. S Lapham & Co, of Df troit, on which 
the bank advanced him 32,500. A few 
days later on Kizer wrote the First Na- 
tional Bunk of Di-nvillo, 111, inclosing 
bills of lading for ten car-loads of grain 
on Wardell & Mclntire, of New Yoik, 
and requesting that 81,750 be expressed 
to Kizer Bros, Iveedale, 111. The bank 
refused the request, and sent the bills of 
lading and a draft to Kizer Bros,, of Ham- 
mond. This was the firm's first intima- 
tion of the crookedness going on m their 
name, and they notified the bank that 
the entire transaction was a forger) 
The total number of bills forged by the 
spurious Kizer were on tlnrtj live car- 
loads of grain on prominent ISew York, 
Detroit and Cincinnati firms The onl) 
losers are J W Helm, $4 dOO, and Bu- 
sey's Bank, f 2,500, who has e made good 
the losses to tho grain finm. As jet tho 
identity of the swindler and forger ie- 
mams undiscovered.

A Sensible Bishop. 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL., Sept. 23.—Yester- 


day evening the officers of the Prohibi-

His letter and my reply huve both 


been published. If I had time to spare 
from my conference work, I would gladly 
respond to the invitation sent me; and, 
show, first, that whatever has been ac- 
complished in the way of temperance 
legislation in this country has been the 
work of the Republican party; and, sec- 
ond, that in that party to-day is the hope 
of the temperance people and the tem- 
perance legislation of the country. So 
far as I can observe in traveling through 
the country, the people, with few excep- 
tions, are coming to this conclusion, and 
are standing firm for Harrison and Mor- 
ton. It is likely the work of this confer- 
ence will not be concluded till late to- 
morrow night, and then I have to go di- 
rectly to the Southern Illinois Confer- 
ence at East St. Louis.

The 
speakers were loudly applauded. When 
Mr. Palmer finished he received three 
rousing cheers proposed by Mr. Ewing. 
Following Mr. Stevenson, Jacob R. 
Creighton, candidate for attorney gen- 
eral, also addressed the crowd on state 
affairs. After the parade at night, An- 
drew J. Bell, of Peoria, candidate for 
lieutenant governor, held forth at the 
park and talked so long that Judgc 
Hunter, whom a great many wanted to 
hear, did not have any time to speak, 
owing to the lateness of the hour. 


The torchlight procession was made up 


of four divisions and was quite unique in 
appearance and manner of marching. It 
was like all Democratic processions ever 
seen in Decatur since wideawake days, 
free and easy, no order, plenty of noiee, 
and torches carried any way to suit the 
shonter.

The fig- 
ures ranged from GOO to 779, but there 
were probably 800 to 1,000 in the parade. 
The procession, when it started was just 
seven minutes in passing a given point, a 
Democrat holding the watch.
